Elba City Council gives approval for first two alcohol 
licenses following advertised public hearings

On Monday night the Elba 


City Council unanimously gave 
final approval on two applica- 


tions for licenses to sell -alco- - 


holic beverages within the ‘city 
limits of Elba. This willbe the 
first legal sale of alcohol in Elba 
since prior to- prohibition and 
possibly the very first legal sale 
> ever... Following -a petition 
drive that was presented to the 
local city. government request- 
ing a vote on the issue, Elba cit- 
izens voted last November to 
approve the legal sale of alcohol 
within the city limits. Local fax 
income generated the sale of 
alcoholic beverages has been 
earmarked: by the Elba City 
Council to bolster the financial- 
ly strapped local public schools. 
Dropping state funding has kept 
the local school system in a 
money crunch for'the last sever- 
al years. 

Following a required public 
hearing, Elba Texaco Food Mart 
was granted a city license for off 
premise sale. of beer and wine. 
Friendship Package Store #2 
was granted a.city license to sell 
liquor for off premise consump- 
tion. There were no protests 
voiced to the city council on 
either license request during the 
public hearings.

terrorist elimination Act of 2003 


Congressman Terry Everett, 
R-Alabama, has introduced leg- 
islation to provide the Federal 
government with more options 
to stop terrorists if our national 
security is at risk, The Terrorist 
Elimination Act (HR 356) lifts 
the Federal goyernment’s ban on 
assassination of terrorist leaders 
who pose a direct threat to our 
national security, 

Congressman Everett, a mem- 
ber of the House Armed 
Services Committee and House 
Permanent Select Committee on 
Intelligence, sees a critical need 
for HR 356 in view of the new 
non-conventional threats 
America faces in the war on ter- 
rorism. 

“As America continues to 
prosecute the war on terrorism, 
nf is absolutely vital that our mil- 

have ut its disposal all the 
tod a necessary to deal with ter- 
rorist threats to our nation,” 
Everett said. 
"Currently, our armed forces 


can launch large bombing mis- 
sions in hopes of taking out ter- 
rorist leaders, but the scale of 
such campaigns does not always 
lend itself to success, 
Unfortunately, our military and 
intelligence community is hand- 
icapped from being able to tar- 
get these terrorists through 
smaller, more focused opera- 
tions, Our Government's hands 
are tied due (to a series of 
decades old executive orders 
banning assassination of for- 
eigners, 

"The events of September 11, 
2001 have dramatically changed 
the world in which we live, cre- 
ating new, more elusive. enc- 
mi¢s, In the new global terror- 
ism environment, the United 
States can no longer afford to be 
locked into a position of 
responding t© terrorist attacks, 
We must be able to ute all 
means available before such 
threats become actual terrorist 


strikes against Americans, It is 
very clear, however, that terror- 
ists do not recognize agreements 
among countries." 

The Terrorist Elimination Act 
nullifies the effect of provisions 
of three Presidential executive 
orders prohibiting Federal 
employees from attempting and 
performing assassinations. 

The legislation impacts Ford 
Administration Executive Order 
11905, Carter Administration 
Executive Order 12036, and 
Reagan Administration 
Executive Order 12333, which 
to yarying degrees ban Federal 
employees from performing 
assassinations of foreign offi. 
cials when required for our 
national security. 

HR 356 seeks to allow our 
intelligence and military com- 
munity the ability to act quickly 
and ‘decisively to stop terrorists 
before they are able to inflict 
harm ypon our nation,

Police Chief. Ru W. Whitworth 
reported that drug ‘arrests. are 
way. up, as indicated on the 
monthly activity report present- 
ed to the city council.

59,000 reserve forces have been 
mobilized nationally, Units all 
across Alabama have received 
orders, and Clay knows its time 
is coming 

Based: here: are. the 128th 
Medical Company and the 
1200h Battalion, Which handles 
water purification, the only one 
of its kind in. the state. Both 
services are considered vital to 4 
war effort — particularly now 
When the nation’s pared-down 
armed forces depend more on 
reservists than ever before 

In addition, countless resi- 
dents are attached to units in 
nearby counties, While Clay 
County's two units await 
deployment, a few of the coun- 
ty’s reservists attached to units 
elsewhere have received their 
orders 

“We've downsized the active 
army, Once. it could. fight one, 
two, three major crises at one 
time. Not anymore,” said 
Adjutant Gen. Mark Bowen, 
commander of Alabama's 
National Guard. He grew up in 
Lineville and worked for years 
as’ a pharmacist.. He predicts 
Clay County will be asked to 
serve again. “Last time, we sent 
every one of ‘em. We cleaned 
out the whole bunch.” 

These are not active-duty mil- 
itary towns. People here have 
civilian lives, but they put 
down when 
Washington calls. leaving col- 
leagues. neighbors and families 
to fill in the gaps. 

They join to be patriotic, they 
say, and because the extra pay 
helps make ends meet. They are 
rarely called-up — before the 
Gulf War they were summoned 
by the president only once: ‘in 
1963, when Gov. George 
Wallace barred the door to black 
students ‘at the -University of 
Alabama. : 

In small communities such as 
Lineville and »Ashland; which 
have a combined population of 
4,300, a war takes people of 
standing, people who are hard to 
get along without. Like Ashland 
Mayor Norman McNatt, who 


wears other Nats as a member of

The citizens of Ashland call 
their mayor for.everything from 
the recent spate of burglaries to 
a barking dog.

“You don’t have a lof of certs 
fied teachers here in town. and 
hot many people are going to 
drive 40 of 50 miles one way for 
a teaching job, especially in the 
middle of the year,” Luker said 
“It’s s6 hard for us rural areas to 
replace people.” 

Leaving his job is not 
Thornbury's greatest hardship, 
however. His infant son needs 
surgery in Boston fof a defec- 
tive heart. Bowen, the National 
Guard commander, ‘offered to 
pull some strings, — but 
Thornbury refused. opting - to 
take emergency: leave when the 
time comes 

“That's not what T signed up 
to do.” Thornbury said of delay 
ing his deployment, “When duty 
calls, you make arrangements.” 
As he spoke, the 19 students in 
his class worked on essays 
When asked how many of them 
have family in ‘the National 
Guard or reserves, nearly half of 
them raised their hands. 

Patriotism often flourishes in 
small Southern towns, and 
Ashland and Lineville are no 
exception. But the gung-ho spir- 
it that prevailed before the Gulf 
War seems tempered now, 


Residents remember when con- 


voys rolled out for the Persian 
Gulf.~when it felt like half of the 
county: was leaving. the- streets 
filled with neighbors waving 
flags and crying, schoolchildren 
assembled on lawns, yellow rib- 
bons everywhere, bands play- 
ing... 
“Saddest day of my life. You 
don’t Know what kind of envi- 
ronment you are going to, if you 
are ever Coming back. home or 
what,” said Kidd, a sergeant 
first class with. 24 years in the 
National Guard. He is also lead 
man in the frame department at 
Tru-Wood, where he supervises 
12 workers, including his wife, 
Penny. 

He nursed a glass of sw: eet tea 
one ‘recent night in a booth-at 
Ms. Anita’s Cafe, where Penny 
works a second job as a wait- 
ress. The restaurant was_empty 
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choir was due in after practice, 
and Ms. Anita, as everyone calls 
her, was cooking hamburger. 
steak. 

There isn't anything Ms. 
Anita, who .is 60, wouldn't do 
for. the Kidds, she said — 
whether. it’s sewing the stripes 
on Kidd's uniform (“‘It's just too 
expensive at the cleaner’s’’).or 
looking out for their three chil- 
dren after school. Her help will 
come in handy. 

Kidd, 42, has been. breaking 
in a man to replace him at work, 
but filling his shoes at home will 
be harder.

Or take them to their 
ballgames? Who will be her 
confidant and best friend? 

“We ride to work together, 
take breaks: together, eat lunch 
together. I spend the whole day 
with him,” said Penny Kidd, 33, 
her eyes tearing up.

Residents have watehed busi 
nesses fold and factories move 
out in-hard economic times. The 
streets that once teemed Awith 
people on Saturdays are pocked 
with Vacant ‘storefronts, Many 
jobs pay justa couple ot dollars 
over minimum wage and offer 
minimal retirement benefits 

Indeed. while National Guard 
members and reservists in othet 
parts of the country face a pay 
cut when they're called up, it’s 
often a boost. in’ Alabama 
Several . employers — recently 
offered to make up. the differ 
ence for employees who earned 
more-at their civilian jobs than 
they would from the military 
But, Bowen said, nobody could 
be identified as facing a pay cut 

The National Guard provides 
a lot — scholarships, stipends 
for training one weekend a 
month and two weeks in the 
summer. Regular domestic pay 
varies ‘according to rank and 
years of service, among other 
factors, but the average base pay 
is about $375 a-month. Pay for 
hazardous duty and overseas 
assignments can mean $700 to 
$800 a-month in extra money. 
which for many people means a 
nest egg. a vacation, emergency 
cash: 

It is the reason Robbie Lett is 
urging his wife, Julie, to aim for 
30 years in the National Guard, 
even though it tears her apart to

For all the National Guard 
provides, people here give plen- 
ty back at times like-these. 

“They. make great soldiers,”

woods is natural. They. are used 
to hardships. They hunt and 
fish. They are born with a gun in 
their hands. The Army. can’t 


teach them anything on a rifle ° 


range they don’t already know.” 
In Alabama, military service: 
is a family legacy passed down 


from grandfather to father to son 


and, lately, daughter. Often, 
family members serve side by 
side, leaving even fewer able 
hands at home. 

Rosalyn Wood, 55, can speak 
to that. In the Gulf War, she said 
goodbye to her husband, 
Monroe, son Earlvin and 12 
nephews and nieces. She owns 
Rosalyn’s Hair Design in 
Lineville, where this afternoon 
“All My Children” is on the tel- 
evision, the praying hands of 
Jesus are on the wall and packs 
of cheese curls and fried pork 
skins are on a rack.

Valentine’s Day is not what it use to be

February 14 is Valentine's 
Day. Although it is celebrated 
as a lovers’ holiday today, with 
the giving of candy, flowers, or 
other gifts between couples in 
love, it originated in 5th 
Century Rome as a tribute to St 
Valentine, a Catholic bishop. 

For eight hundred years prior 
to the establishment of 
Valentine's .Day, the Romans 
had practiced a pagan celebra- 
tion in mid-February commem- 
orating young men’s rite of pas- 
sage to the god Lupercus. The 
celebration featured a lottery in 
which young men would draw 
the names of teenage girls from 
a box. The girl assigned to each 
young man in thal manner 
would be his sexual companion 
during the remaining year. 


In an effort to: do away with 
the. pagan festival, Pope 
Gelasius ordered a. slight 
changé in the lottery. Instead of 
the names of young women, the 
box would contain the names of 
saints. Both men and women 
were allowed to draw from the 
box, and the game was to emu- 
late the ways of the saint they 
drew during the rest of the year. 
Needless to say, many of the 
young Roman men were not too 
pleased with the rule changes. 

Instead of the pagan god 
Lupercus, the Church looked 
for a suitable patron saint of 
love to take his place, They 
found an iate choice in 
Valentine, who, in AD 270 had 
been beheaded by Emperor 
Claudius. 

Claudius had determined that 
married men made poor sol- 
diers, So he banned marriage 
from his empire. Bui Valentine 
would secretly marry young 
men that came to him. When 
Claudius found out about

. When he failed, be 


During the days _ that 
Valentine was imprisoned, he 
fell in love with the blind 
daughter of his jailer. His love 
for her, and his great faith, man- 
aged to miraculously heal her 
from her blindness before his 
death. Before he was taken to 
his death, he signed a farewell 
message to her, “From your 
Valentine.” The phrase has been 
used on his day ever since. 

Although the church had 
banned the lotiery for women, 
the mid-February holiday in 
commemoration of St. 
Valentine was still used by 
Roman men to seck the affec- 
tion of women. It became a tra- 
dition for the men to give the 
ones they admired handwritten 
messages of affection, contain- 
ing Valentine's name. 

The first Valentine card grew 
out of this practice. Charles,

In separate announcements 
last week both Senator Richard 
Shelby and Representative Terry 
Everett announced that the grant 
for a $700,000 state-of-the-art 
carcass disposal digester system 
to be used at the J. B. Taylor 
Diagnostic Lab in Elba had sur- 
vived the budget compromise 
committee and was in line for 
passage later that day.

“This: funding will allow 
Auburn University to purchise 
an Alkaline Digester Carcass 
Disposal System to be placed at 
the J.B. Taylor Diagnostic 
Laboratory in Elba, Alabama. 
The purchase of this system will 
allow Alabama to move into the 
forefront of agroterrorism  pre- 
vention and response. Given the 
concerns that have been 
expressed about new animal dis- 


eases, | felt it was important for 
Alabama to have such an impor- 
tant tool for the quick disposal of 
diseased animals 50 We may pre- 
vent a wide-spread outbreak and 
protect our agricultural produc 
ers and consumers.”

BOE prepares to complete ZC ball field project 


After discussing the proposal 
briefly, Ingram’ suggested that 
board members take time to 
look the calendar over ,and 
come back with any sugges- 
tions at the next board meeting.

come to Coffee County.” 

The newly purchased buses 
have a seating capacity of 70 
students. 

Before moving on with the 
meeting, Ingram told board 
members that last year was the 
only time Coffee County has 
not purchased new buses. As a 
general rule, she said the sys- 
tem usually buys two or three 
buses at a time, 

The ongoing discussion of 
capital projects surfaced again, 
and Ingram said the architect 
indicated it would be best to 
combine the projects since all 
have some wiring involved. 
Otherwise, she said job super- 
intendents would have to be 
hired for each separate project 
Which would cost the county 
additional money. 

“If we are going to hire an 
electrical crew, it will be better 
to hire one firm rather than dif- 
ferent. ones for \ecach job,” 
Ingram said. 

Board members also dis- 
cussed the ongoing ball field

project at Zion Chapel in which 
the superintendent said she was 
proud to say the students will 
play ball there this year. At the 
time of the board meeting, 
Ingram said the boys were 
already using their field for 
practice sessions, 


With this project nearing 
completion, Ingram recom-

the ball field project including

Board members unanimously 
passed the motion to complete 
the Zion Chapel ball field proj- 
ect including paving, as. well 
as, to combine the other 
approved capital projects into 
one large project.
